NEW  MISSION  PRESIDENT 
ANNOUNCED 

npHE  First  Presidency  has  announced  the  appointment  of  a  new  Mission 
■*-  President  to  head  the  affairs  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  of  Latter-day 
Saints  in  South  Africa. 

President  J.  Golden  Snow,  who  has  served  as  Stake  President  of  the 
Taylor  Stake  of  Alberta,  Canada,  for  the  past  nine  years,  will  suceed 
President  O.  Layton  Alldredge  as  our  Mission  President  at  the  end  of 
the  month  of  August. 

Born  in  Pine  Valley,  Utah,  President  Snow  moved  with  his  family  to 
Canada  in  1910.  There  his  family  engaged  in  the  farming  and  ranching 
business  which  flourishes  in  the  Raymond,  Alberta,  area.  President  Snow 
has  continued  with  this  business,  as  well  as  establishing  his  own  insurance 
agency. 

Sister  Verda  Eunice  (Lybbert)  Snow  was  also  born  in  Utah,  in  the  city 
of  Vernal.  She  moved  with  her  parents  to  Canada  when  she  was  only  eight 
year  old.  President  and  Sister  Snow  were  married  in  the  Alberta  Temple  in 
1924  and  have  had  five  children,  four  of  whom  are  still  living.  These 
children  have  all  married  in  the  temples  and  have  families  of  their  own. 

Aside  from  their  farming  and  insurance  interest,  the  Snows  have  been 
active  in  many  other  areas  as  well.  The  leadership  which  President  Snow 
has  shown  has  been  recognised  by  members  and  non-members  of  the 
Church  alike.  He  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Raymond  School  Board. 
He  has  also  served,  not  only  as  Stake  President  for  the  past  nine  years,  but 
prior  to  that  as  an  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Stake  Young  Men's 
Mutual  Improvement  Association,  as  a  Branch  President,  as  an  Elder's 
Quorum  President,  as  a  Bishop's  Counsellor,  and  as  a  Bishop.  During  the 
years  of  1919  to  1922,  he  served  as  a  missionary  in  the  Eastern  States 
Mision.

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SOMEWHERE 


\  PARABLE  recently  came  to 
■**  my  attention  which  may  easily 
be  paraphrased  and  stated  as 
follows :  In  a  certain  country  there 
are  four  cities  bearing  the  unusual 
names  of  Everywhere,  Anywhere, 
Somewhere,  and  Nowhere.  There 
are  many  roads  which  connect 
these  four  cities  but  they  are 
twisting  and  winding  roads  which 
are  most  confusing  to  the  average 
traveller.  Signposts  are  frequent 
along  the  streets,  but  pranksters  and 
inexperienced  road-crews  have 
mixed  the  signs,  so  that  now  they 
are  of  little  help  to  anyone.  It  is 
not  at  all  unusual,  therefore,  for  a 
traveller  to  head  out  for  one  city 
and  find  himself  suddenly  in 
another.  Thus  people  often  journey 
into  the  country,  heading  out  for 
Anywhere.  After  long  travelling, 
after  twisting  and  turning  on  these 
many  roads,  they  find  they  have 
reached  Nowhere.  There  are  those 
who  would  like  to  visit  Everywhere 
and,  since  this  is  a  long  trip,  they 
save  and  scrimp  until  they  have 
sufficient  to  purchase  the  needed 
provisions  and  petrol.  But  because 
they  realise  the  magnitude  of  this 
trek,  they  continuously  put  off  the 
embarkation  and  instead  go  only 
out  on  small  week-end  jaunts.  It 
should  be  clear  where  they  wind 
up:  Nowhere! 

The  roads  to  Nowhere  are  many 
and  broad.  They  are  easy  to  find 
and  hard  to  leave.  Avenues  which 
seem  to  be  leading  to  Everywhere 
and  others  which  appear  to  be 
going  to  just  Anywhere,  all  wind 
up  eventually  at  the  same  district 
of  Nowhere.  No-one  has  really 
made  it  yet  to  Everywhere,  and 
those  who  aim  for  Anywhere 
usually  arrive  at  Nowhere  as  well. 
But  one  young  tourist  had  his  mind 
made  up  that  he  would  go  to  Some- 
where. He  was  sure  that  he  could 
find  the  right  roads,  for  his  desire 
was  strong  and  Somewhere  was  a 
beautiful    city.    In   fact,    Somewhere 


was  the  best  city  of  them  all. 
Somewhere  was  the  land  he  wanted 
and  he  was  going  there.  He 
searched  diligently  for  the  paths 
that  would  lead  to  this  place  of  his 
dreams;  he  avoided  the  broad  high- 
ways that  lead  to  Nowhere,  and 
the  constant  circling  and  turning 
and  the  blatant,  tempting  billboards 
that  lured  others  on  to  Everywhere. 
He  was  not  content  just  to  be  at 
Anywhere,  for  he  wished  to  visit 
that    Somewhere. 

As  he  tourned,  he  met  many 
people  along  the  roads  and  he 
enquired  of  them  as  to  the  best 
paths  to  take,  for  they  had  much 
experience  which  he  lacked.  They 
informed  him  that  it  mattered  not 
which  way  he  took,  for  they  had 
been  travelling  for  many  years  and 
all  roads  seemed  to  lead  to  the 
same  place.  These  people  told  him 
that  they  had  been  Everywhere: 
they  had  met  people  on  the  way 
to  Anywhere,  and  had  met  them 
again  inside  the  walls  of  Nowhere. 
But  they  did  not  discourage  the 
young  traveller  fresh  on  his  journey. 
He  had  a  reliable  road-map.  He 
could  see  the  roads  and  where  they 
were  going.  He  was  thus  able  to 
concentrate  on  the  proper  paths 
and  avoided  going  to  Everywhere. 
All  the  broad  roads  were  left 
aside  and  he  travelled  the  straight 
road  which  lead  away  from  No- 
where and  he  was  able  to  find  the 
fabled    Somewhere. 

Now  this  parable  has  a  some- 
what obvious  and  immediate 
application  to  our  own  journeys 
in  life,  for  we  too  can  attempt  to 
go  to  Everywhere.  Or  we  may 
simply  let  things  slide  and  be 
content  to  go  Anywhere,  and  with 
either  of  these  two  goals  in  mind, 
we  will  undoubtedly  take  that 
broad  highway  that  leads  to 
Nowhere.  But  if  we  set  our  sights 
on  that  Somewhere  that  is  most 
precious  and  dear  above  all  things.

THE  East  Rand  Branch  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  hosted  large 
crowds  of  people  on  the  week-end 
of  the  25th  and  26th  July,  as  they 
opened  their  handsome  new  chapel 
in  Benoni.  The  brightly  smiling 
faces  of  President  Adendorff  and  his 
co-workers  in  this  branch  illu- 
minated the  entire  building  and 
warmed  the  hearts  of  all  those  who 
were  privileged  to  attend  these 
opening  services. 

The    "Chapel    Bountiful"   —   for 
thus  have  the  members  of  East  Rand 
named   their   new  facilities   —  has 
strikingly    simple   lines    and   yet    is 
resplendent   with   myriads    of   little 
details    of    richness.    The    beautiful 
foyer,  which  welcomes  each  visitor 
into    the    chapel,    is    graced    with 
natural-stone  work;  the  chapel  pro- 
per boasts  a  most  attactive  combination  of  wood  and  brick  work;  while  a 
gracefully  carved  wall  ushers  one  gently  into  a  spacious  cultural  hall,  which 
provides  ample  room  for  dances,  dramas,  and  indoor  sports. 

The  building  has  been  designed  with  an  eye  for  minimizing  the  efforts 
of  upkeep  and  maintenance.  Brick,  stone  and  concrete  are  used  throughout 
the  building  in  great  abundance.  Painted  surfaces  and  floor  coverings  which 
might  demand  constant  attention  are  at  a  minimum.  And  yet  beauty  is 
certainly  not  lacking.  Handsome  details  of  panels  in  relief  from  the  walls 
and  a  variety  of  the  treatment  of  brick-work,  lend  a  beauty  and  hand- 
someness to  this  structure. 

Luxuriant  carpeting  is  laid  in  the  lounge  and  portions  of  the  chapel. 
The  classrooms  —  of  which  there  are  three,  including  a  Junior  Sunday 
School  room  which  may  be  subdivided  to  form  two  separate  rooms  —  are 
large  enough  to  house  each  class  comfortably,  and  yet  small  enough  to  allow 
for  a  feeling  of  individuality  and  intimacy.  The  Relief  Society  Room  is 
well-lit,  bright,  and  cheerful.  It  is  decorated  in  the  good  taste  which  allows 
the  women  to  feel  at  home  and  very  comfortable,  while  discussing 
the  responsibilities  and  blessings  of  motherhood,  and  becoming  better 
citizens.  The  large  kitchen  which  is  included  in  these  new  facilities  will 
enable  the  members  to  serve  large  dinners  and  banquets  quite  easily.  In 
fact,  this  portion  of  the  facilities  was  put  to  its  test  on  Sunday  afternoon 
when  it  was  called  upon  to  serve  what  turned  out  to  be  a  fine  lunch  for 
quite  a  good  sized  assembly. 

The  chapel  is  located  in  a  neighbourhood  which  shows  many  signs  of 
progress  in  process.  Standing  on  a  lot  directly  across  from  the  Benoni  City 
Hall,  the  chapel  is  neighbour  to  many  other  churches  and  many  modern 
apartment  buildings,  some  still  under  construction.  The  streets  are  lined 
with  beautiful  trees,  including  many  of  the  palm  varieties.  All  in  all,  the 
Saints  of  East  Rand  have  a  chapel  of  which  they  can  be  very  proud  and 
for  which  they  have  worked  very  hard. 
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Proceeding  die  opening  service, 
which  was  conducted  iii  conjunction 
with  the  Branch  Conference  on 
Sunday,  the  2blh  July,  was  an  Open 
House  on  that  Saturday  evening, 
With  Brother  Norman  Scott  officiat- 
ing as  Master  of  Ceremonies,  this 
Variety  Concert  featured  a  lively 
band,  two  ballet  numbers,  vocal 
solos  and  duets,  a  trombone  solo, 
two  skits  put  on  by  the  Mutual  Im- 
provement Associations  of  the  East 
Rand  and  Springs  branches,  piano 
frolics,  and  even  a  bit  of  ventrilo- 
quism. The  evening  was  well  enjoyed 
by  the  goodly  numbers  who  attended 
this  concert. 

On  Sunday  itself,  a  vast  throng 
received  a  great  treat  in  the  form  of 
the  official  opening  services.  From 
the  time  that  the  nine  o'clock  Priest- 
hood meeting  began  in  the  morning 
until  the  Sacrament  Service  con- 
cluded in  the  evening,  a  spiritual  feast  was  continually  before  our  eyes. 
The  highlight  of  the  entire  day  came,  however,  in  the  afternoon  service, 
when  the  chapel  was  officially  opened  for  worship. 

With  hundreds  of  people  in  attendance,  with  members  and  non- 
members  alike  travelling  from  adjacent  communities,  and  with  a  feeling  of 
gratitude  and  love  permeating  everyone's  entire  body,  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  could  hardly  fail  to  attend  as  well.  As  talks  were  given  by  the  many 
speakers,  we  were  unconsciously  reminded  of  the  fulness  of  the  programme 
for  which  this  chapel  shall  be  employed.  The  builders.  Elders  Johannes 
Smit  and  Nicholas  van  Staden,  spoke  first,  followed  by  Brother  Gerard 
Meyer,  the  architect.  Sister  Norma  Bester  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Relief 
.Society;  then  Brothers  Valentine  Jacobs  and  Frederick  Carr,  both  of  the 
Branch  Presidency,  touched  on  other  aspects  of  the  Mormon  programme. 
President  Adendorff  fairly  bubbled  over  as  he  continued  the  service  and 
spoke  of  many  features  of  the  chapel,  the  branch  and  the  Church.

After  a  congregational  hymn  was 
sung.  President  Daniel  Cherrett, 
First  Counsellor  in  the  Mission  Pre- 
sidency, addressed  the  multitudes, 
speaking  on  maintaining  a  testimony. 
Sister  Hilda  Alldredge  then  con- 
tinued the  flow  of  inspiring  words 
by  citing,  among  other  items,  ex- 
amples of  love  and  selflessness  as 
exhibited  among  the  Relief  Society 
Sisters.  President  O.  Layton  All- 
dredge  brought  the  meeting  to  a 
climatic  conclusion  as  he  set  forth  a 
brief  resume  of  Mormonism.  its 
characteristics,  and  the  qualities 
which  Latter-day  Saints  must  possess 
and  develop.  The  meeting  came  to 
a  close  with  the  words  ringing  in 
our  ears :  The  Lord  my  pasture  will 
prepare.  Indeed  our  feast  was  well 
prepared — and  very  much  enjoyed.

/^NE  of  the  most  vital  of  all  our  Church  functions  centres  around 
V^  a  very  simple  ordinance,  performed  within  the  sacred  walls  of  the 
Temple.  Because  the  Temples  are  not  within  our  own  national  borders, 
some  of  us  might  tend  to  feel  only  a  distant  concern  with  this  great 
responsibility.  Time  also  plays  a  part  in  our  indifference  as  we  are  separated 
from  our  ancestors  by  centuries  and  vast  gaps  of  modes  and  mores  seem 
impersonally  unspannable. 

But  the  fact  remains  simple  and  clear:  our  forefathers  came  to  this 
earth  with  the  faith  that  someone  would  do  the  genealogical  work  necessary 
to  perform  the  baptisms,  sealings,  and  ordinations  for  them,  when  the 
time  was  ripe.  And  now,  of  all  the  centuries  this  earth  has  known,  the 
time  is,  in  fact,  ripe.  Genealogy  is  our  concern. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  procedures  of  this  mammoth  labour  of  love, 
Cumorah's  Southern  Messenger  will  publish  names  and  addresses  of  these 
people  seeking  information  along  given  lines.  If  any  leaders  have  any  of  the 
information  requested  they  are  asked  to  send  it  directly  to  the  researchers. 

The  importance  of  this  work  can  not  be  stressed  too  strongly  and  we 
wish  God's  choicest  blessings  on  all  those  engaged  in  this  effort.  Much 
information  can  be  obtained  from  the  archives  of  the  Dutch  Reformed 
churches  and  also  from  the  Registrar  General  at  the  Somerset  House.  These 
are  extremely  rich  sources  for  those  whose  roots  are  located  in  South 
Africa.  For  other  sources,  you  should  contact  the  Genealogy  Teacher  or 
Supervisor  in  your  branch.

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SUNDAY  SCHOOL:  WHY?

Vl^HY  do  we  go  to  Sunday  School? 

™  *  A  student  of  psychology  was  given  an  assignment  to  ask  a  series  of 
questions  of  the  very  young  people  in  the  Church.  Among  the  numerous 
questions  he  asked  was,  "Who  are  the  three  greatest  men  in  the  world?"  A 
youngster  aged  seven  answered,  "George  Washington,  Abraham  Lincoln, 
and  Brigham  Young."  It  was,  no  doubt,  a  very  good  answer  for  such  a 
young  lad.  But  further  down  the  street  a  young  lad  of  about  five  years  was 
asked  the  same  question.  His  remarkable  answer  was  "my  Heavenly 
Father,  Jesus  Christ,  and  President  McKay".  He  could  not  have  given  a 
better  answer  even  if  he  was  fifty  years  old. 

This  student  asked  another  question  of  a  boy  of  about  four  years: 
"Who  is  God?"  I  can  just  picture  the  little  guy  standing  there  and  thinking 
very  hard,  then  looking  up  and  smilingly  answering,  "Sunday  School".  Yes, 
he  identified  the  word  "God"  with  the  Sunday  School. 

And  he  is  so  right.  Why  do  we  go  to  Sunday  School?  I  know  why  I  go 
to  Sunday  School :  to  study  and  learn  more  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ, 
to  praise  the  Lord  and  thank  him  for  the  many  blessings  bestowed  upon  me, 
to  do  his  will  and  please  him.  For  if  I  think  back,  I  cannot  really  repay 
him  for  what  he  has  done  for  me. 

When  thinking  of  our  Saviour,  we  often  imagine  simply  a  man  with 
reddish-brown  hair,  a  long  beard  of  the  same  colour,  tall  in  stature,  im- 
posing and  yet  loving,  a  man  beautiful  above  all  the  children  of  men. 
That  is  the  picture  almost  everyone  has  of  our  Saviour.  I  have  seen  many 
pictures  of  Jesus  as  portrayed  by  many  artists,  and  I  appreciate  them,  but 
they  do  not  give  us  the  complete  and  acceptable  picture  of  the  Lord. 

Think  of  the  Lord  as  he  walked  through  Gallilee  and  other  parts  of 
Palestine.  He  must  have  become  very  tired  and  hungry,  weary  and  thirsty. 
Always  he  was  patient,  loving  and  kind,  although  at  times  it  was  necessary 
to  rebuke  the  people.  How  I  love  him  for  his  tenderness,  so  forgiving  and 
kind. 

Think  of  him  on  the  cross  in  pain  and  agnoy.  He  was  not  thinking  of 
himself.  No,  rather  he  thought  of  his  mother  down  beneath  him.  How 
tenderly  and  kindly  he  said  to  John,  "Behold  thy  mother",  and  to  his 
mother,  "Woman,  behold  thy  son". 

Think  too  of  his  kindness  when  mothers  wanted  their  children  to  see 
the  Master,  to  touch  his  garment,  and  they  were  pushed  away.  I  think  it 
must  have  been  almost  the  same  when  President  McKay  paid  a  visit  to 
South  Africa. 

Think  of  the  Savour  when  he  appeared  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith 
and  his  associate  in  the  Kirtland  Temple.  There  are  so  many  incidents 
that  we  can  refer  to.  Many  have  said  that  no  one  has  ever  seen  the  Saviour 
laugh  or  smile.  But  I  can  imagine  the  Lord  Jesus  smiling  when  he  looks 
down  on  a  small  Sunday  School  anywhere  in  South  Africa,  who  in  all 
sincerity  and  humbleness  get  together  to  serve  Him  in  all  His  glory. 
Smilingly  he  looks  upon  his  prophet  President  McKay,  who  gives  such 
inspired  leadership  to  his   people. 

Think  of  the  Lord  smiling  when  he  looks  into  the  house  of  his 
people  and  sees  them  on  their  knees  in  family  prayer,  night  and  morning. 
with  even  the  children  participating.  I  think  it  pleases  the  Lord  when  he 
sees  a  young  couple  ending  their  courtship  in  the  Temple  in  Holy  Matri- 
mony for  all  time  and  eternity.  I  think  there  must  be  tears  of  joy  in  his 
eyes  when  he  looks  down  and  sees  humble  converts  entering  the  waters  of 
baptism.

So  weet  ook  niemanJ 
wat  in  God  is  nie,  behalwe  die 
Gees  van  God  .  .  .  (Lees  1  Kor. 
2  vers  10  tot  15.)  Sulke  uitdruk- 
kinge  van  onse  Heer  en  Meester 
het  vir  die  meerderheid  van 
wetenskaplikes  geen  betekenis  nie. 
Al  wat  hulle  het,  soos  Paulus  se, 
is  'n  kennis  wat  beperk  is  tot  die 
gees  van  die  mens.  Hierdie  geleer- 
des  ignoreer  te  dikwels  die  leiding 
wat  hulle  van  God  deur  die  geloof 
sou  vind  en  dan  volg  hulle  valse 
gode  en  aanbid  die  inhoud  of  die 
stof  in  plaas  van  die  Skepper  self. 

Ons  het  reeds  in  hierdie  dae  so 
na  aan  die  geheime  van  die  natuur 
gekom  deur  die  beeldradio,  vuur- 
pyle,  radar,  mikroskope  en  baie 
ander  instrumente,  dat  die  biddende 
en  godvresende  mens  voel  dat  die 
bedekte  sluier  tussen  die  fisiese 
mens  en  die  geestelike  al  hoe 
dunner  word.  En  ons  besef  dat  die 
tyd  binnekort  sal  aanbreek  dat 
hierdie  sluier  heeltemal  deursigtig 
gaan  word  want  die  belofte  is  gc- 
maak  dat  wanneer  Hy  kom,  sal  die 
Here  alle  dinge  openbaar. 

Waarom  is  dit  dat  mense  nie 
nederig,  gelowig  en  in  die  gebed 
kan  soek  na  die  waarheid  by  die 
goddelike  oorsprong  van  alle 
waarheid  nie?  Die  vraag  mag  by 
ons  opkom:  „maar  le  die  waarheid 
juis  daar!"  Kom  ons  kyk  dus  vir 
'n   oomblik   na   die   wetenskaplikes 

Darwin  wat  die  evolusieleer  ver- 
kondig  het,  het  tot  gevolgtrekkings 
gekom  wat  nie  alleen  ongeerond 
was  nie  maar  ook  belaglik  en 
nadelig  vir  die  mensdom  was.  Daar 
is  nog  geen  enkele  feit  in  die  heetel 
gevind  wat  kon  bewys  dat  die  mens 
afkomstig  is  vanaf  die  laer  groep 
diersoorte  nie.  Hy  vorm  konklusies 
gebasseer  op  gelyksoortighede  en 
teorie  wat  'n  tydsberekening  be- 
nodig   van   biljoene   jare. 

Die  oorblyfsels  van  bykans  100 
soorte  werwelbene  is  gevind  in 
rotse  waarvan  meer  as  die  helfte 
van  die  soorte  vandag  nog  leef  en 
geeneen    van    hierdie    oorblywendes 
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toon  enige  stoflike  veranderings 
nie.  Teneinde  'n  begin  te  maak 
moet  hierdie  geleerdes  tog  'n  aan- 
vangspunt  van  alle  skeppinge  aan- 
vaar! 

Die  werk  van  die  groot  Frame 
skeikundige,  Pasteur,  het  na  fyn 
ondersoeking  gelei  na  die  beweriug 
dat  nederige  vorms  van  lewe  daag- 
liks  voortgebring  word  uit  lewe- 
lose  organiese  stof;  maar  die  ge- 
volgtrekking  is  toe  gevorm  dat 
geen  spontane  geslag  so  voor  kan 
kom  nie. 

As  hierdie  leerstellinge  van 
organiese  evolusie  op  enige  waar- 
heid  gebasseer  was,  sou  dit  nie 
nodig  gewees  het  om  oor  die  ganse 
wereld  te  soek  na  die  sogenaamde 
„vermiste   skakels"   nie. 

Voordat  die  fondamente  van 
hierdie  wereld  deur  God  gele  is, 
het  hy  reeds  'n  skeidslyn  tussen 
die  diersoorte  en  mense  gevorm. 
En  God  het  gese:  „Laat  die  aarde 
lewende  wesens  voortbring  volgens 
hulle  soorte:  vee,  kruipende  diere 
en  wilde  diere  van  die  aarde  vol- 
gens hulle  soorte.

En  God  het  gese:  Laat  ons  mense 
maak  na  ons  beeld,  na  ons  ge- 
lykenis   .   .   ." 

Die  ondervindings  van  mense  wat 
hierdie  gebooie  verontagsaam  hel 
en  kruising  tussen  verskilleade 
soorte  uitprobeer  het,  het  met  al- 
gemene  mislukkings  te  kampe  ge- 
had.  As  voorbeeld  neem  ons  die 
kruising  tussen  'n  perd  en  'n 
donkie.  'n  Muil  is  nie  tot  verdere 
voortplanting  instaat  nie.  Die  lewe 
op  hierdie  aarde  word  soos  alle 
ander  dinge  deur  sekere  vasgestelde 
wette  ordelik  bestuur. 

Dit  is  binne  die  bereik  van  elke 
siel  om  die  waarheid  te  weet.  Al 
wat  daartoe  nodig  is,  is  om  die  wil 
van  die  Vader  en  van  Sy  Seun  te 
doen.  Daar  is  geen  waarheid  wat 
so  seker  en  definitief  kan  geweet 
word   nie  as  die  waarheid   geopen- 


baar  deur  die  Heilige  Gees.  Laat 
ons  nie  vergeet  nie  dat  die  Gees 
van  God  'n  baie  groot  rol  gespeel 
het  in  al  die  ontwikkelings  en 
wetenskaplike  ontdekkings  wat  tot 
stand  gekom  het  tot  voordeel  v?n 
die  mensdom  in  hierdie  dae.  Dit  is 
ook  opvallend  om  te  sien  hoeveel 
ontdekkings  gemaak  is  nadat  die 
kerk  in  1830  in  sy  voile  waarheid 
herstel  is. 

Moroni  het  baie  goed  geweet  dat 
die  belofte  wat  in  hoofstuk  10  vers 
4  en  5  staan,  vervul  sal  word.  Daar 
is  duisende  siele  wat  reeds  kan 
getuig   van   hierdie  waarheid. 

Die  kennis  wat  geopenbaar  word 
aan  'n  nederige  en  'n  gelowige  in 
Jesus  Christus  wie  in  Sy  naam  ge- 
doop  word  en  aangeneem  word 
deur  die  oplegging  van  hande  deur 
diegene  wat  die  volmag  daartoe 
besit,  oorskadu  enige  ander  kennis. 

Juis  om  hierdie  vaste  wete  van 
wat  waarheid  is,  het  God  die  vol- 
gende  gebod  gegee  in  Mattheiis  12 
vers  30  tot  32:  „Hy  wat  nie  met 
My  is  nie,  is  teen  My;  en  hy  wat 
nie  met  My  bymekaarmaak  nie, 
verstrooi.  Daarom  se  Ek  vir  julle: 
Elke  sonde  en  lastering  sal  die 
mense  vergewe  word,  maar  die 
lastering  teen  die  Gees  sal  die 
mense  nie  vergewe  word  nie.  En 
elkeen  wat  'n  woord  spreek  teen 
die  Seun  van  die  mens,  dit  sal  horn 
vergewe  word;  maar  elkeen  wat 
spreek  teen  die  Heilige  Gees,  dit 
sal  horn  nie  vergewe  word  nie,  in 
hierdie  eeu  nie  en  ook  in  die  toe- 
komende  nie."

1%/TANY  interesting  observations  can  be  made  while  in  the  Bulawayo 
-"-*-  Branch :  there  is  an  increase  in  numbers,  an  interest  in  parties,  as  well 
as  in  good  music  and  the  development  of  talents,  and  a  constant  awareness 
of  their  new  chapel  and  its  needs.  The  careful  observer  will  also  note  a  high 
level  of  happiness  and  gratitude  among  the  members  of  this  branch. 

Increasing  the  membership  rolls  on  the  sixth  of  June  was  the  family 
of  Brother  and  Sister  Berry  and  their  two  lovely  children.  They  were 
welcomed  into  the  Branch  and  into  the  Lord's  kingdom  with  glad  hearts 
and  much  rejoicing.

things  are  running  extremely  well.  With  the  Priesthood  now  present  once 
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more,  they  are  able  to  conduct  a  sacrament  service  monthly.  A  Mutual 
Improvement  Association  has  also  been  started  and  has  proven  to  be  a 
tremendous  success.  Through  this  programme,  many  young  people  of  the 
community  will  undoubtedly  become  interested  in  the  Church. 

Gwelo,  not  unlike  the  rest  of  Rhodesia  and  South  Africa,  was  extreme- 
ly cold  during  the  months  of  June  and  July  and  the  result  is  a  long  list 
of  influenza  and  cold  victims.  But  they  cannot  be  held  down  and  all  are 
still  on  the  move. 

In  fact,  they  move  very  rapidly  and  most  excitedly.  This  small  Home 
Sunday  School  is  talking  constantly  of  raising  their  own  chapel  and  more 
than  talking,  they  are  doing  something  to  make  their  dreams  come  true. 
Brother  Budd,  after  diligently  searching,  has  finally  found  a  perfect  site  for 
the  building  and  the  rest  of  the  group  has  worked  hard  to  find  a;  scheme  for 
raising  the  necessary  funds.  On  the  13th  July,  the  Gwelo  and  District  Light 
Railway  Society  ran  their  train  in  aid  of  the  Chapel  Fund,  and  the  mem- 
bers are  all  selling  jumble  with  the  same  goal  in  mind.  Wherever  the  Gwelo 
Saints  go,  it  seems  as  though  the  people  are  always  pleased  to  help  them, 
and  posters  composed  by  Trevor  Southey  and  Brenda  Budd  are  spotted 
throughout  the  District. 

Parties  are  popular  in  Gwelo  as  well  and  on  the  6th  July,  a  "happy-sad" 
gathering  was  effected  at  the  home  of  the  Budds'.  Since  the  missionaries 
had  this  morning  free,  Elders  Williams  and  Bell  were  able  to  be  there.  Elder 
Williams  celebrated  his  twenty-first  birthday  and  both  of  these  hard-working 
Elders  bid  a  sad  farewell  to  their  friends  in  Gwelo.  Several  games  were 
played  and  Elder  Williams  was  granted  the  "key  to  the  door"  by  Brother 
Budd.  Everyone  here  will  miss  these  two  fine  young  Elders. 

Well,  Gwelo  then  seems  to  be  as  happy  a  place  as  we  might  hope  to 
find.  Let's  move  on  to  Salisbury  and  examine  their  situation. 

Our  first  impression  of  Salisbury  is  a  smiling,  happy  Sister  Susi  Baxter 
and  Brother  Graham  Botha,  both  of  whom  were  baptised  on  the  4th  July. 
Already  they  are  proving  to  be  a  big  asset  to  the  Branch,  as  they  pitch 
right  in  and  help  in  the  necessary  work. 

Part  of  that  work  here  in  Salisbury,  as  in  the  rest  of  the  Mission  as 
well,  is  the  raising  of  funds  for  their  chapel.  The  Relief  Society  held  a 
curry  and  rice  dinner  and  gave  the  funds  to  the  Building  Committee.  The 
chapel  they  now  enjoy  so  much  has  seen  many  wonderful  functions  already 
and  one  of  these  was  the  beautiful  M.I.A.  meeting  in  which  was  shown  the 
film  concerning  the  Tabernacle  Choir.

Further  north  in  the  city  of  Kitwe,  more  happy  people  are  busy  at  work 
as  well.  There  another  chapel  is  in  the  process  of  being  constructed  and 
another  dream  being  fulfilled.  People  gather  around  from  Chingola,  Ndola, 
and  Luanshya  to  aid  in  the  labours,  and  members  and  non-members  alike 
are  busy  raising  the  funds.

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distances  are  great  and  members  few;  here  work  abounds  and  labourers 
are  scarce.  But  this  does  not  deter  a  real  Latter-day  Saint,  and  the  Copper- 
belt  members  just  wade  right  in  and  tackle  the  problems  of  trying  to  live 
the  Gospel  in  this  sea  of  unrighteousness  called  the  world.

npHE  Transvaal  houses  the  most 
-*-  numerous  District  in  the  Mis- 
sion, as  well  as  the  largest  branch 
and  the  largest  number  of  branches. 
Raman,  with  over  1100  members, 
is  the  largest  of  the  branches, 
while  the  district  contains  almost 
45%  of  the  entire  Mission..  With 
what  do  these  many  people  con- 
cern themselves?

then  there  is  available  to  us  a 
reliable  road-map  for  our  journey. 

By  this  reliable  chart,  I  do  not 
mean  simply  the  Holy  Bible,  for 
we  will  meet  on  the  many  roads  of 
this  earth,  people  who  have 
travelled  for  many  years  —  people 
who  have  gathered  the  wisdom  of 
the  experiences  of  many  former 
travellers,  and  people  who  have 
written  travellogues  for  us  as  we 
journey.  They  all  have  as  a  road- 
map  the  Holy  Bible.  But  the  Holy 
Bible  has  had  signs  added  to  it 
and  many  of  the  signs  there  have 
been  twisted  around,  by  "in- 
experienced road-crews"  and  by 
those  who  do  not  understand  its 
terminology.  The  Bible  is  a  map, 
but  it  is  one  which  is  confusing 
to  many  of  the  travellers  on  the 
earth  today. 

Nor  do  I  mean  by  a  road-map, 
the  teachings  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  and  the  Bible  combined, 
for  there  are  many  things  which 
appear  in  neither  of  these  two 
records.  We  do  not  know  from 
either  of  these  books  a  single  thing 
about  smoking,  bioscopes,  or  about 
any  of  the  other  varied  inventions 
of  our  latter  days.  They  simply  are 
not  written  into  this  set  of  direc- 
tions. But  we  who  are  trying  to 
get  Somewhere  should  have  our 
eyes  on  the  map  provided  by  con- 
tinuous   revelation. 


There  are,  so  to  speak,  road- 
crews  busily  at  work,  building  new 
roads  and  new  paths,  and  attempt- 
ing to  get  travellers  to  use  these 
new  directions.  Unless  we  have  at 
our  disposal  or  for  our  use  a  pro- 
cess whereby  our  maps  can  be 
revised  to  include  these  new  roads 
and  their  destinations,  we  are  apt 
to  be  lost.  Thus  we  must  have 
a  continuous  revision,  to  allow  us 
to  know  where  we  stand  at  all 
times.  This  revision  is  revelation; 
continuous  revelation  is  our 
reliable  guide. 

The  "Somewhere"  that  we  are 
trying  to  reach  is  the  presence  of 
our  Heavenly  Father.  There  are 
those  who  would  tell  us  that  all 
roads  lead  to  the  same  place.  But 
that  is  not  true.  Many  of  the 
avenues  in  the  world  today  lead  to 
Nowhere.  They  lead  people  in 
circles,  in  twisting,  torturous  paths 
of  unhappiness,  as  well  as  along 
bright,  appealing,  gaudy  highways. 
And  they  all,  it  is  true,  lead  to  the 
same  place.  But  there  is  one  road 
—  a  straight  road  and  a  narrow 
road,  a  clean,  well-lighted  and 
warm  road  —  which  leads  to  this 
storied  Somewhere.  It  is  our  duty 
to  make  full  use  of  the  map  and 
its  revisionary  procedure  available 
to  us  to  enable  us  to  visit  this 
fabled  land  of  our  Father.
